SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: FEBRUARY, 1966 


Rainfall: During February, 1966 below-normal falls were again reported in all districts. Deficiencies ranged from under 10% 
in the East Coast, Midlands and Flinders Island areas, through 14% on King Island and 22% in the South-Kast to 40%-50% in the 
Derwent, West Coast and Central Plateau districts. Only two localities registered above normal falls—-Eddystone Point and an area 
bounded by Bicheno, Lake Leake and Orford. 


Temperatures: Mean temperatures were below normal by under 1° in coastal areas from Flinders Island along the east coast, 
through the Channel area of the south-east, and the south and west coasts, except for Cape Sorell, St. Helens and Pats River where 
readings were more than 2° below normal. Further inland, temperatures increased north-westwards to more than 1° above normal 
on the Central Plateau, the north-west highlands and parts of the north coast and reached a maximum of 2.1° above normal at Waratah. 


Rural Conditions: Stock generally was reported in fair to good condition, despite further below-normal rainfall. Falls in the 


close-to-normal areas in February were inadequate to offset the effects of high cumulative deficiencies. February 1966 was one of the 
worst on record for bushfires, while isolated very heavy hail in the Hillwood area damaged an estimated 200,000 bushels of apples.
